Use No More Than Two Pounds 


Per Person a Month if the Present 


Meagre Allied Sugar Ration 


Is Maintained. 


Stocks Will Be Short Until Beginning of New 


Year—Ration May Be Enlarged Then. 


Two pounds of sugar a month-—half 


a pound a week—that is the sugar ra- 
tion the U. S. Food Administration 
has asked e\ erj American to observe 
until January 1, 1919, in order to make 
sure there shall be enough for our 
Army and Navy, for the Allied armies 
and for the civilians of those nations. 


By New lear's the world sugar sit- 


uation villl be relieved somewhat by 
the new crop. . Cuban sugar of this 
y.ear's crop will be arriving in this 
country. 


Every available sugar source will be 


drawn on by the Food Administration 
during the next winter months to main- 
tain sufficient stocks here to keep up 
our national sugar supply. During Oc- 
tober the first American beet sugar 
will arrive in the markets. By the 
middle of November some of our Lou- 
Islaria cane crop will be available. All 
of this sugar and more may be needed 
to keep this nation supplied on a re- 
duced ration and to safeguard the Al- 
lied sugar ration from still further 


reduction. In Europe the present ra- 
tion is already reduced to a minimum. 


Our Situation. 


The situation 
which the United 


States faces in its efforts to maintain 
a fair distribution of sugar to the Al- 
lied \\ orld is as follows : 


Sugar supplies throughout the coun- 


try, in homes, stores, factories and 
bakeries are at a low ebb. We must 
make increased sugar shipments to the 
Allies. 


Production of American beet and 


Louisiana cane crops have been disap- 
pointing. 


Porto Rico crops have been cur- 


tailed. 


Immense sugar stocks In Java can- 


not be reached on account of the ship- 
ping shortage; ships are needed for 
troop movements and munitions. 


Army and Navy sugar requirements 


have increased as welt as those from 
the Allies. 


Most industries using sugar have had 


their allotment reduced by one-half; 
some •will receive no sugar. 


Households should make every ef- 


fort to preserve the fruit crop without 
sugar, or with small amounts of sugar. 
Later, when the sugar supply is larg- 
er, the canned fruit may be sweetened 
as it is used.

ford Court House to organize Depart- 
ment 
No. 2, of the 
Peusnylvania 


Railroad Women's Division for War 
Relief. 
The meeting was addressed 


by Mrs. Noel W. Smith, of Altoona, 
wife o fthe General Superintendent 
of the Eastern Pennsylvania Division 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad, who 
explained in detail the work to be 
done in this department, which is the 
care of the families of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad employes who have 
joined the military forces of the na- 
tion. 
There are local organizations 


in some places that are doing this 
kind of work, and it is not the ex- 
pectation or desire that our organiza- 
tion will in any way, hamper or be 
n opposition to such work but sup- 
lement it by making our attentions 


more a Pensylvania Railroad family 
matter. Most of the work for which 
his Department is organized would 
irdinarily be done through neighbor- 
y sympathy, and the main object of 
his Department is to more thorough- 
y organize such work, so that when 
he necessity arises, it will be carried 
out in a systematic mannei in order

000,000 bushels of wheat and 844,6'X),- 
000 pounds of meat during the past 
year, valued in all at $1,400,000,^00. 
This was accomplished In the face ot a 
serious food shortage in this country, 
bespeaking the uiiolehea^tedness and 
patriotism with which the American 
people have met the food crisis abroad. 


Food Administrator Hoover, in a let- 


ter to President Wilson, explains 1-ow 
the situation was met. The voluntary 
conservation program fostered by the 
Food Administration enabled the piling 
up of the millions of bushels of whe.it 
during 1917-18 and the shipment of 
meat during 1917-18. 


The total value of all food ship- 


ments to Allied destinations amounted 
to $1,400,000,006, all this food being 
bought through or in collaboration 
with the Food Administration. These 
figures are all based on official reports 
and represent food exports for the 
harvest year that closed June 80, 1918.

available in the fiscal year 1916-17 
from net carry-over and as surplus 
over our normal consumption about 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat which we 
were able to export that year without 
trenching on oar home loaf," Mr. 

"This last year, however, 
owing to the large failure of the 1917 
wheat crop, we had available from net 
carry-over and production and Imports 
only just about our normal consump- 
tion.

"These figures, however, do not fully 


eonvey the volume of the effort and 
sacrifice made during the past year 
by the whole American people.
